The person who occuplos Ihls posilion 
needs Lo possess an unusual amounl of 
leadership, a very deep understanding of 
the dignity and power of a constitutional 
slate and at the same Hime a high degrca 
of self-discipline and tact. 

Twenty years ago when the fathers ofl 

Baslc Law set to work to glve the freo 
part of lhis country a viable, new political 
basis, they were anxious — bul in an 
excessively narrow-minded sort of way 
— to learn the lessons of history, 
. They.were haunted by the dying years 
of the Welmar democracy of tlndenburg'a 
government. PreslJenlial democracy cama 
to .an end when Hitler was appointed 
Relch Chancellor, This was not to be al- 
lowed to happen again. 

So they divesled fulurte Federal presl- 
dants of all gemtine powers and construct- 
ed a hancellor's democracy, knowing thit 
the government leader would be directly 
controlled by elected rêpresents. In {hu 
light of these constitulional principles, 
avery urw Federal President ls fucel with 
the task of imposing his own slyla on iha 
highest government office. 

Theodor Heuss succecder In duling this. 
Ten years ao Konrad Adenauer suddenly 
tried lo make a bold turn-aboul and trarıs- 
fer from the Palais Schaumburg, the Çheın- 
cellor’s officlal residence, lo the Villa 
Homnmershmidt, the Presirlent's residence,

tic Party (SPD), Heinemann did joln ihe 
SPD and shortly afterwarda Was elected to 
the Bundestag, 

During the Third Reich, Helhemann who 
was an active Protestant joined lhe Con- 
fessional Church (the antl-Nazi movernent 
within the Protestant Church}. Straight al- 
ter the war he becama a member of the 
Council of the Prolestant Church In Cor- 
many (EKD), three years laler la became 
president of the Church Assembly in Ei- 
senach, a constitutional body, and in 1949 
he became chatrman of the EKD All-Ger- 
man synod for a flve-year period. In 1967 
ha was given an honorary doctorate by 
the Protestant, theological faculty of Bonn 
University. 

Gustav Heinemann soon became the 
SPD's legal expert ancl so when the Grand 
Cualition was formerl it waš only natural 
that he should bo normituted as Minister 
of Justice. 2

It is true that the Federal President re- 
presents tha couniry exlemally, but pa- 
Hcy decisions are mada by lhe Chancellor. 
At tha .Instlgation of the Bundestag and 
wlth the approval of lhe Bundesrat, Lhe 
President is responsible for announcing 
the need fo defend {he country, but he 
cannot exert any influence on the armed 
forces, 


He appalnis government officials and 
appends his signature to the appointment 
of Federal Ministers, But what would hap- 
poni If he refused to sign in sud cases? Aş 
yet this remalns an unlested arca of dis- 
Plte for constitutional lawyors aş Basic 
Law docs nol envisage such ön occur.

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HOME AFFAIRS 


Gustav Heinemann - the new 
Federal Republic president 


Guslav Felnemann was barn on 23 uly 
1849 in Sıhwelm in tha Ruhr, ihe son ul a 
Krupp healih insurance director, He alu- 
diel at fiva universiles and gradualed as 
a doclor of political science in Marburg in 
1921. 


Elght yoars later he graduated in law at 
Minster Universlly, and from 1928 to 1949 
he worked [or Rheinisdıe Stahlwerke in 
Essen, first as a legal adviser and iben as 
a mininy director. In additlon, he taught 
at Cologne University {rom 1933 to 1938. 
During the 1950s Helnemann worked asa 
lawyer in Essen, where he had opened his 
legal practice in 1926, 


Heinemann's political career, whi be- 
gan during the Welmar Republic, is dha- 
racterlsed by ona outstanding quality: ha 
stands by his convictiona and when mak. 
ing decisions does not indulge in opportu- 
nism but follows his conscience, irrespec- 
tive of whether this may cause personal 
disadvantages. 


From 1933 onwards Heinemann, to- 
gather with Ernst Lemmer, was active in 
the Democratic Student Movement, After 
ihe Second World War he becama Mayor 
of Essen in 1046 and a year later was ap- 
pointed North Rhinc-Westphalian Minister 
of Justice in Karl Arnold's Cabinet, 


In 1949 Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
male Heinemann a menıber of his rst Ca- 
binet, but only a year laler came tha 
breadı: in protest against the initiation of 
the rearınament policy, Fieinemann resig- 
ned fram tha govermnıent — nol a very 
freqttent occurrence In Federal Republlc 
politics. And two years later ha broka 
wilh tha Chrlsilan Deınaerialir nium 
{CDUJ, which he had heipod tu found iu 
He British occupation zone aflor Hho war, 


Then {lelnemann founcled Ila AIF-Gor. 
mnu People's Parly (OV) whi dld nol 
atlract uncth stppurl anl was dishanelnd 
in 1457 wlth ıe Irconuneudallun {hul 
menbers should Joln Ihe Social Dutmucra« 


uılay arıyona who talks about lhe dig- 
fen and dignity of guvorument ofc 
fica is likely lo be suspecled of clinging 
to old ideas of order, according to which 
the state represents a superlor, indepand- 
ent power VÎs-û-vls the people. 

German Ilberals and democrals have 
always found it difflcult to establish iha 
right relationship to government offices 
and power in a democratlc state, For too 
long both concepts were linked wilh the 
monarchy and were therefore regarded as 
inimical, 

But jf Prussian kings once liked to de- 
scribe themselves aş “God's rûpresenta« 
tives on earth” and hence as the stata's 
senior servants, (his old-fashloned view 
of the monary can be translarred to 
the prasent day though admittedly in a 
ralher daring manner. 


The Federal Repuhlic’s elected head of 
slate might wel! tcgard himself as a kind 
of officlal representing tlie whole of the 
electorate and hence ihe whole popula- 
tlon. One can cerlaiıdy assuıne that tha 
first President of ihe Iederal Republic, 
Theodor Heuss, suw his role aş that of the 
nullan's teacher and arlviser, 


Basically, the highest offica in Ihe Fe- 
deral Republic, tha Presidency, Is over- 
shadowed by contradictions. The Federal 
President whosa powers ur duties are oul- 
lined in Articles 54 1o 6| uf Baslc Law f 
supposed to embody Ihe highest auiho- 
riy in the country. 


Logically, though not expliclily, this 
means that he must exart authorlty with 
considered leadership, Bul in praciice he Is 
nat allowed to exerclse authority in any 
for even In emergencies, 


r Guslav Ileinemann Îs nut a man gl- 
Die to expanslvu gestures, Whereas 
others make thelr presonce [dt wilh much 
ado, he is modest, almost inconspicuous, 
Rhetorical pomp ls not lis siyle. On tho 
contraty his dIclion, which every uow and 
then Includes an Old Francoılan turn of 
phrase, is straiglforward but strangely 
penetrating.

This new form of group theatre, of the 
mobile ensemble has already developed 
iis own aesthetic qualities.
